Terrible Loss of Life in a Sunday 


Morning Blaze*. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 24.—Seven people-wew 


asphyxiated, one fatally hurt by jumping 
from a window, and five others more or 
less injured by a fire in the residence of 
James R. Armiger, a prominent jeweler, 
at 1806 Charles street, yesterday morning. 
The dead are: James B.. Armiger, aged 
55; William B. Riley, his son-in-law, aged 
36; Richard Riley, son of W. B. Riley, 
aged 4; Marian Riley, daughter of W. B. 
Biley, aged 2^; Mrs. Marian Champlin, 
daughter of James R. Ariniger, aged 80; 
James Champlin, her son, aged 3; Horace 
R Manuel, aged 56, of New \ork city, a 
guest; Alice Williams, colored servant, 
skull fractured, died in hospital today. 


Mra. William B. Riley, who was burned 


about face and arms and suffering from 
inhalation of smoke, will recover; Mrs. 
James R. Armiger, aged 50, slight burna 
and suffering from shock and exposure; 
Miss Eleanor Armiger, aged 14, slightly 
burned; Miss Virginia Armiger, aged 25, 
ankle slightly sprained in jumping; Ida 
Whiting, colored servant, slightly burned 
and. Buffering from inhalation of smoke,, 
will recover. 


The house in which the holocaust oc- 


curred is one-of a raw of granite front res- 
idenoes belonging to the A. S. Abell es- 
tates,on Charles street, just north of Lafay- 
ette avenue. It is four stories high, ani 
at the time of the fire was filled with costly 
furniture and much rare bric-a-brac, plate 
and unique jewelry, of which Mr. Armiger 
was an enthusiastic collector. In the 
house were just thirteen persons. Of these 
ten were members of the Armiger house- 
hold, two were servants, and the other, 
Mr. Manuel, was a guest who has been 
visiting the Armiger family for the past 
two or three days. It was his purpose, to 
have returned to his home in New York 
Saturday night, but Mr. Armiger pre- 
vailed upon him to remain,until Monday. 


All of these people were in their bed- 


rooms on the upper floors, some of them 
being partially dressed, when fire was dis- 
covered issuing from a partition In the 
cellar. It had ignited from an overheated 
furnace flue, and was first seen by Louis 
Whiting, tho colored man of all work, who 
was at the time cleaning the front steps. 
Whiting ran to the adjacent corner and 
gave the alarm to a policeman, and hor- 
ned back to the house, entered the front 
door, closed it behind him and ascended 
to the second floor, where Mr. and Mrs. 
Armiger had their bedroom. 


The house was by this time filled with a 


dense, stifling smoke, and when the negro 
and Mrs. Armiger attempted'to descend 
they found it impossible. Whiting aided 
Mrs. Armiger to the front window and 
helped her to reach a small balcony in 
front, upon which he placed her and re- 
turned to the aid of Mr. Armiger. He 
found the latter had gone, and came back 
to Mrs. Armiger, who, clad hi nothing but 
her night clothes was shivering on the 
narrow balcony and shrieking in agonized 
tones for help. 


Half a dozen men who were passing has- 


tened to the power house of the Charles 
•treet cable car line, a block below, and 
procured a short ladder. When they re- 
turned they found Deputy Fire Chief Mo- 
Afee, a noted life saver, who quickly 
mounted the ladder. It was not long 
enough, but by standing on the upper- 
most round he could reach the frightened 
woman. As he attempted to lift her from 
the balcony her scanty clothing caught on 
an obstructionjand she fell forward with 
her whole weight upon the outstretched 
arm of the fireman. Just then the ladder 
•lipped, and .everyone below expected to 
•ee both the rescuer and the woman he 
was trying to save dashed to death on the 
pavement below. By a tremendous effort, 
however, McAfee steadied himself, and, 
holding Mrs. Armiger with one hand, 
grasped the balcony with the other. Hang- 
ing thus, he. slowly replaced the ladder 
with his feet and brought the now faint- 
ing woman down in safety. 


In the meantime the other inmates of 


the front rooms were crowding to the win- 
dows making the most piteous appeals for 
help. The people below shouted to them 
not to jump, but Alice Williams disre- 
garded their warnings, and with an ap- 
palling shriek sprang from-the fourth 
story window and struck the stone steps 
full upon her forehead, fracturing her 
skull, and sustaining other injuries from 
which she died. 


The unmarried daughters of Mr Ar- 


miger were rescued from a rear window, 
only slightly injured. 
Mrs. Riley wag 


Carried out unconscious, but in time to 
sjvc her life. The others were dead \vhea 
found, their bodies being terribly burned. 


BOLD BANKJROBBERS. 
I A WEEK'S NEWS CONDENSED 


They Murder the Cashier and 


with Little Booty. 


WICHITA FALLS, Tex., Feb. 36.—Two 


robbers entered the City National bank, of 
this city, yesterday afternoon, and de- 
manded the money of Cashier Frank Dor- 
Bey, who resisted them. Shooting began, 
resulting In the death of Cashier Dorsey 
and the wounding of Bookkeeper P. P. 
Tangford. 
Tangford's wounds are not 
serious. 


The robbers secured only a few hundred 


dollars in silver, mounted their horses and 
made a run for their lives. By this time 
many of the citizens had armed them- 
selves, and a small battle took place. One 
robber's horse was shot from under him, 
and it is believed the robber was wounded. 
He mounted behind his partner, and about 
a mile from town met a farmer iu a 
buggy. They took his horse and made a 
break for the Mils. In the meantime the 
citizens had secured horses, and at last 
reports there were good prospects of cap- 
turing tho robbers. It is believed a hang- 
ing bee will take place if they are caught. 


The robbers are corralled in a large 


thicket In the middle of a pasture, nine 
miles from town. 
The thicket is sur- 


rounded by twenty-five or thirty deter- 
mined men, who are fully armed, and es- 
cape is almost impossible. 


FosterCrawford, one of the robbers who 


killed Cashier Dorsey, is said to be a noted 
desperado. It is also reported that one of 
the famous Christian gang was tho other 
man. 


Bank Bobber* Driven. Off. 


WABBEN, Ark., Feb. SO.—A daring but 


unsuccessful attempt was made to rob the 
Merchants' and Planters' bank of this 
place yesterday. About 9:30 o'clock three 
men entered the bank and two of them 
went behind, the enclosure where Mr. 
Adair, the cashier, was seated in conversa- 
tion with Messrs. T. M. Goodwin and D. 
W. Sutton. Their first salutation was: 
"Hold up your hands." Mr. Adair sprang 
for his pistol, when the men commenced 
shooting. Mr. Goodwin received what is 
thought to be a mortal wound, and Mr. 
Adair was shot through the shoulder. He 
returned the fire and evidently wounded 
one of the men, as when he rode off he was 
seen to be bleeding. The firing of the 
pistols startled the citizens, and the rob- 
bers fled. As they rode out of town they 
kept up a fusillade of shots, and several 
citizens had narrow escapes from bullets. 


DEATH OF BILL NYE. 


The Popular Hnmprotu Writer Joins the 


Silent Majority. 


ABBEVILLE, N..C., Feb. 24.—Edgar W. 


Nye, popularly known under his pen name 
of *'BU1 Nye," the humorist, died at his 
home, Buck Shoals, on Saturday. Since 
he abandoned his lecture tour, about a 
month ago, he has been a close invalid. 


Mr. Nye was born in Shirley, Me., in 


1850, and grew up on a farm. H» studied 
law later, and In 1876 went to Wyoming 
Territory, where he was admitted to the 
bar. 
He afterwards declared that his 


clients could be hanged effectually with- 
out the expense of a lawyer, so-he took to 
writing for the newspapers. 


His first letters were written for the 


Cheyenne Sun at fl a column. He was 
afterwards on the staff of the Denver Tri- 
bune, and subsequently became editor of 
the Laramie Boomerang. His humorous 
writings in that paper attracted wide- 
spread attention, and he became famous. 
During recent years his income from his 
writings and lectures had been $30,000 a 
year. For the past five years his writings 
have been controlled exclusively by the 
American Press association, from which 
house they have been purchased by the 
many newspapers in which they have ap- 
peared. 


Ho Tariff Legislation. 


WASinwrosr, Feb. 36.—A storm broke 


over the senate yesterday. It has been 
gathering force ever since the defeat of the 
motion to take up the tariff bill. Then 
was a fierceness- of debate which set aside 
all the usual restraints of the senate, and 
arrayed Mr. Teller.of Colorado, in a wordy 
war against his .party associates, Mr. Mor- 
rill of Vermont and Mr. Sherman of Ohio. 
The controversy arose unexpectedly on 
the motion of Mr. Morrill, chairman of the 
finance committee, to take up the tariff 
bill. This motion was defeated by a vote 
of 22 to 33. The Republicans voting in the 
negative were Cannon of Utah, Carter 
and Mantle of Montana, Dubois of Idaho 
and Teller of Colorado.

A BALTD1M BORROU 


Terrible Loss of Life in a Sunday 
Morning Blaze» 


B altimore, Fob. 24. —Savon people wero 
asphyxiatod, ouo fatally hu rt by jum ping 
from a window, and flvo others more or 
less injured by a lire in tho residence of 
Jam es R. Armiger, a prom inent jewolor, 
at 1806 Charles street, yesterday m orning. 
Tho dead are: Jam es R. Arm iger, agod 
55; W illiam B Riley, his son-in-law, aged 
86; Richard Riloy, son of W. B. Riley, 
aged 4; Marian Riley, daughter of W. B. 
Riley, aged 2%; Mrs. M arian Cham plin, 
daughter of Jam es R. Armiger, agod 50; 
Jam es Champlin, her son, aged 3; Horace 
Bi Manuel, agod 50, of Now York city, a 
guest; Alice W illiams, colored servant, 
skull fractured, died in hospital today. 


Mrs. W illiam B. Riley, who was burned 
about face and arm s and suffering from 
inhalation of smoke, will recover; Mrs. 
Jam es R. Armiger, aged 50, slight burns 
and suffering from shock and exposure; 
Miss Eleanor Arm iger, aged 14, slightly 
burned; Miss V irginia Armiger, aged 25, 
ankle slightly sprained in jum ping; Ida 
W hiting, colored servant, slightly burned 
and suffering from inhalation of smoke* 
will recover. 


The house in which tho holocaust oc­ 
curred is one of a raw of granite front res­ 
idences belonging to the A. S. Abell es­ 
tate, on Charles street,just north of Lafay­ 
ette avenue. It is four stories high, and. 
at the tim e of the fire was filled w ith costly 
furniture and much rare bric-a-brac, plate 
and unique jewelry, of which Mr. Arm iger 
was an enthusiastic collector. 
In the 
house wore just thirteen persons. Of those 
ten were members of tho A rm iger house­ 
hold, two were servants, and the other, 
Mr. Manuel, was a guest who has been 
visiting the Armiger fam ily for tho past 
two or three days. I t was his purpose to 
have returned to his home in New York 
Saturday night, but Mr. A rm iger pre­ 
vailed upon him to rem ain until Monday. 


A ll of these people were in their bed­ 
rooms on the upper floors, some of them 
being partially dressed, when lire was dis­ 
covered issuing from a partition in the 
oellar. It had ignited from an overheated 
furnace flue, and was first seen by Louis 
WMtfcag, tho colored m an of all work, who 
was at the tim e cleaning the front steps. 
W hiting ran to tho adjacent corner and 
gave tho alarm to a policeman, and hur­ 
ried back to tho house, entered tho front 
door, closed it behind him and ascended 
to the second floor, where Mr. and Mrs. 
Arm iger had their bedroom. 


The house was by this tim e filled w ith a 
dense, stilling smoko, and when the negro 
and Mrs, A rm iger attem pted to descend 
they found it impossible. 
W hiting aided 
Mrs. A rm iger to the front window and 
helped her to reach a small balcony in 
front, upon which he placed her and re­ 
turned to tho aid of Mr- Armiger. He 
found the latter had gone, and came back 
to Mrs. Armiger, who, clad in nothing but 
her night clothes was shivering on the 
narrow balcony and shrieking in agonized 
tones for help. 


Half a dozen m en who were passing has­ 
tened to the power house of tho Charles 
street cable car line, a block below, and 
procured a short ladder. W hen they re­ 
turned they found Deputy Fire Chief Mc­ 
Afee, a noted life Baver, who quickly 
mounted the ladder. 
It was not long 
enough, but by standing on the upper­ 
m ost round he could reach tho frightened 
woman. As he attem pted to lift her from 
the balcony her scanty clothing caught on 
an obstruction^and she fell forward w ith 
her whole weight upon the outstretched 
arm of the flruman. Ju st then tho ladder 
slipped, and everyone below expected to 
see both tho resouer and tho woman he 
was trying to save dashed to death on tho 
pavement below. 
By a tremendous effort, 
however, McAfee steadied himself, and, 
holding Mrs. A rm iger w ith one hand, 
grasped tho balcony w ith the other. H ang­ 
ing thus, he slowly replaced tho ladder 
w ith his feet and brought the now fa in t­ 
ing woman down in safety. 


In the m eaqtimo tho other inm ates of 
the front rooms were crowding to tho win­ 
dows m aking tho most piteous appeals for 
help. The people below shouted to them 
not to jump, bub Alice W illiam s disre­ 
garded their w arnings, and with an ap­ 
palling shriek sprang fronv tho fourth 
story window and struck tho stono steps 
full upon her forehead, fracturing her 
skull, and sustaining other injuries from 
which she died. 


Tho unm arried daughters of Mr. Ar- 
m iger were rescued from a rear window, 
only slightly injured, 
Mrs. Riley was 
carried out unconscious, but in tim e to 
save her life. 
The others were dead when 
found, their bodies being terribly burned, 


A nother N icaragua It evolution« 


M anagua, Nicaragua, Feb. 26.—The 
flag of rebellion has once more been raised 
in Nicaragua, and reports received hero 
from tho north show th at the whole dis­ 
trict north of Lake Manaaoa is in open re­ 
bellion against President Zelaya* M artial 
law has been proclaimed, and tho pressing 
of men into tho arm y is being pushed rap­ 
idly, The president is supported by a 
wing of t jo Liberal party, and 2,W m en 
are already under arms. 
This town, tho 
capital, is being actively made ready for 
defense, as the insurgents, whose head­ 
quarters are at Leon, the old capital of 
Nicaragua, and tno center of the old 
Roman Catholic population, as opposed to 
the Catholics of more m odern view*, are 
expected to m ake au attack upou this p ity. 


BOLD BANK ROBBERS. 


They M urder tho Cashier and 
Escape 
w ith Xjlttlo Booty. 


W ic h ita F a lls , Tox., Fob. 20.—Two 
robbers entered tho City N ational bank, of 
this city, yesterday afternoon, and do- 
mauded tho money of Cashior Frank Dor­ 
sey, who resisted them. Shooting began, 
resulting in tho death of Cashior Dorsey 
and the woui* ..ug of Bookkeeper P. P. 
Tangford, 
Tangford’s wounds are not 
sorious. 


The robbors secured only a few hundred 
dollars in silver, m ounted their horses and 
made a run for their livos. 
By this timo 
m any of the citizens had arm ed them ­ 
selves, and a sm all battle took place. One 
robber’s horse was shot from under him, 
and It is believed the robber was wounded. 
Ho m ounted behind his partner, and about 
a mile from tow n m et a farm er in a 
buggy. They took his horse and made a 
break for tho hills. In the m eantime the 
citizens had secured horses, and at last 
reports there wore good prospects of cap­ 
turing the robbers. 
It is believed a hang­ 
ing beo w ill tako place if they are caught. 


Tho robbers are corralled in a large 
thicket in the middle of a pasture, nine 
miles from town. 
Tho thicket is sur­ 
rounded by twenty-live or thirty deter­ 
m ined men, who are fully armed, and es­ 
cape is alm ost impossible. 


Fostei^Crawford, one of the robbors who 
killed Cashier Dorsey, is said to be a noted 
desperado. 
It is also reported that one of 
th e fam ous Christian gang was tho other 
m an. 


B ank R obbers D riven Off. 


W a r ren, Ark,, Feb. 20.—A daring b u t 
unsuccessful attem pt was mado to rob the 
Merchants* and Planters’ bank of this 
place yesterday. A bout 3:30 o’clock threo 
m en onterod tho bank and two of them 
w ent behind the enclosure where Mr. 
Adair, the cashier, was seated in conversa­ 
tion w ith Messrs. T. M. Goodwin and D. 
W . Sutton. 
Their first salutation was: 
“Hold up your hands.” Mr. Adair sprang 
for his pistol, when tho m en commenced 
shooting. Mr. Goodwin received what is 
thought to be a m ortal wound, and Mr. 
A dair was shot through tho shoulder. Ho 
returned the fire and evidently wounded 
one of the men, as when ho rode off ho was 
seen to be bleeding. The firing of the 
pistols startled the citizens, and tho rob­ 
bers fled. As they rode out of town they 
kept up a fusillade of shots, and several 
citizens had narrow escapes from bullets. 


DEATH OF BILL NYE. 


The P o p u lar H um prous W riter Jo in s the 


Silent M ajority. 


A sh e v il l e, N. C., Feb. 21.—Edgar W. 
Nye, popularly know n under his pen name 
of ' ‘Bill Nye,” the hum orist, died at his 
home, Buck Shoals, on Saturday. 
Since 
ho abandoned his lecture tour, about a 
m onth ago, ho has been a close invalid. 


Mr. Nye was born in Shirley, Mo., in 
1850, and grew up on a farm. H e studied 
law later, and in 1876 went to W yoming 
Territory, whore he was adm itted to the 
bar. 
He afterw ards declared th a t his 
clients could be hanged effectually w ith­ 
out the expense of a lawyer, so he took to 
w riting for tho newspapers. 


His first letters wore w ritten for the 
Cheyenne Sun at $1 a column. He was 
afterw ards on the staff of the Denver T ri­ 
bune, and subsequently became editor of 
the Laram ie Boomerang. His hum orous 
w ritings in th at paper attracted wide­ 
spread attention, and ho becamo famous. 
D uring recent years his income from his 
w ritings and lectures had boon 130,000 a 
year. F or the past five years his w ritings 
have been controlled exclusively by tho 
A m erican Press association, from which 
house they have been purchased by the 
m any nawspapers in which they have ap­ 
peared.

No T ariff Legislation« 


W ashington, Feb. 26.—A storm broke 
over tho senate yesterday. It has been 
gathering force over since the defeat of tho 
m otion to take up tho tariff bill.

Ohio district,and declined a renom ination. 
Since his retirem ent from congress he has 
resided in Philadelphia, and was hero on 
business. 
He had been greatly troubled 
w ith insom nia.

A French chemist brought spun glasi 


Into practical use about fifty years ago, 
although the art of spinning glass wag 
practiced long before that time. He 
first succeeded in softening the hard, 
shiny effect of the glass fabric, giving 11 
a silky effect that was much more pleas* 
Ing. Next ho endeavored to reduce its 
brlttleness by making a spun glass, 
whose threads were much finer than 
those of silk, and whose texture was 
much like that of wool. This glass 
could readily be woven and all kinds 
of articles were made of it. 
It was 


found especially suitable for surgical 
use, owing to its antiseptic properties 
and its cleanliness. The fact that glass 
Is unattacked by most acids made the 
fabric useful for laboratory filters, an<j 
nearly all well equipped establishment! 
of the kind now use them. The cloth is, 
beside, non-combustible and a poor con- 
ductor of heat. 
As the individual 


fibers are perfectly non-absorbent, 
grease spots and stains can be readily 
removed. 
For this same reason the 


cloth cannot be dyed, but it can be spun 
of colored glass and the color is abso- 
lutely fast and unchanging. 


Puzzle Jugs. 


Water or puzzle jugs were made In 


England as early as the seventeenth 
century, and at the beginning of the 
present century were still being pro- 
duced. They are uow seen only in mu- 
seums or private collections.

. compared with 1.21 for 1894 and 1.50 
lor 1893. The percentage of assets 
was fifty-five in 1895, as against fifty- 
Ihree per cent, in 1894 and sixty-five 
in 1893. Bradstreet's, commenting 
on these figures, says that the "in- 
crease in business failures in 1895 con- 
trasted with 1894 amounts to only 
292, 
for -which gains the Western, 


Northwestern and Middle States are 
responsible, they having been respec- 
tively 333, seventy-seven and sixty- 
four. 
While the increase in the total 


number of business failures in the 
Western States was apparently large 
—about eleven per cent.—the in- 
crease in total liabilities of failing 
traders did not amount to more than 
Ecvcn per cent., from which it may be 
perceived that commercial and indns- 
trial embarrassments in that reeion ' 
•were largely among smaller concerns. 
It will be seen from the figures given 
above, observes tae Atlanta Journal, 
t&at the number of failures in the 
South last year was much less than the 
number for 1^94. The increase in the 
number for the whole country was 
292, but the increase in the Northern 
and Western States was 472. 
There- 


fore, the South shows a decrease of 
182 in the number of mercantile fail- 
ores last year. This speaks remarka- 
ably well for our part of the country 
and is another proof that the South 
endured the panic better and came on! 
from it with leas injury than any othei 
ration.

GAPE TOWN AMD ITS CtntXOVS 


MIXTUBB OF INHABITANTS. 


Tbe Portal Which Leads to the Land 


ot Gold—The Noble Zulu and 
the Loathsome Hottentot. 
W 


HILE famous explorers, 
Livingston, Stanley. De 
Brazza and others, have 
plunged into the heart 


of Darkest Africa, nnd Lave returned 
•with wondrous tales of endless forests, 
Nations of pigmies*and other strange 
things, as yet no explorer has given 
an adequate report of what may justly 
be termed Brightest Africa. We have 
heard much of cannibals and the fear- 
ful rites (indulged in by savages; but, 
strange to say, writers have been com- 
paratively silent upon the country 
stretching from Cape Town north to 
the Zambesi Eiver. It is true that 
trade papers and even magazines have 
published statistics concerning this 
land, but little or nothing has been 
said of its characteristics, its inhabi- 
tants and their idiosyncracies. 


Yet that same Brightest Africa ia 


richer in legend, and far richer in the 
gifts of nature than many a country 
better known to fame and history. It 
has diamonds, gold, sheep aad cattle, 
iron, silver, coal, asbestos, magnifi- 
cent seaports, great wheat growing 
districts, vineyards that groan under 
the weight of their fruit—everything, 
almost, that can be desired, except 
civilivation; and for that it has little 
use until its resources are further de- 
veloped. 


Just why the discoverer of the point 


of land lying between Cape Town and 
Simonstown christened it the Cape of 
Good Hope is somewhat of a mystery, 
unless it be hope for the ultimate re- 
formation of that part of the world. 
As for Cape Town itself, it looks tiuly 
beautiful at a distance, but a closer 
acquaintance dispels the illusion. Tt 
is rather picturesquely situated at the 
foot of Table Moun'tnin—so called, 
perhaps, because it does not resemble 
a table—and at a distance looks like a 
self-respecting town containing prop- 
er, church-going people, with civil- 
ized instincts. The dominating fea- 
ture in a long distance view is tbe 
green effect, due to the number of 
trees. The town stretches over a dis- 
tance of about three miles and ends in 
salt marshes toward the west. The 
eastern end is lost somewhere in the 
direction of the Indian Ocean, bat no 
one with any social aspirations lives 
there. In one corner is the bay, which

Terrible Loss of Life in a Sunday 
Morning Blaze* 


BALTIMORE, Fob. 34.—Savon people woro 
asphyxintpa, ono fiitally hurt by jumping 
from a window, and iivo others more or 
loss injured by a iiro in tho resldonco of 
James R. Armii?er, a proininent jowolor, 
at 1K0Ö Charles street, yesterday morninif. 
Tho dead aro: James R. Arraigor, agod 
55; William B Riloy, his son-in-law, aged 
86; Richard Riloy. son of W. B. Riloy, 
apred4; Marian Riloy, daughter of W. B. 
lUloy, aged23^i Mrs. Marian Champlin, 
daughter of James R. Armlger, agod 50; 
James Ohamplin, hor son, aged 3; Horace 
Bt Mamiel. agod 50, of Now York city, » 
guostj Alice Williams, colored servant, 
skull fractured, died In hospital today. 


Mrs. William B. Riley, who was burned 
about face and arms and suilferlng from 
inhalation of smoke, will recover; Mrs. 
James R. Armiger, aged 50, slight bums 
and suffering from shock and exposure; 
Miss Eleanor Armiger, aged 14, slightly 
burned; Miss Virginia Armiger, agod 25, 
ankle slightly sprained in jumping; Ida 
Whiting, colored servant, slightly burned 
and suffering from inhalation of smoke^ 
will recover, 


Tho house in which tho holocaust oc- 
curred is oneof a raw of granite front res- 
idences belonging to tho A. S. A bell es- 
tate, on Charles street, just north of Lafay- 
ette avenue. It is four stories high, and 
at the time of the lire was filled with costly 
furniture and much rare bric-a-brac, plate 
and unique jewelry, of which Mr, Armiger 
was an enthusiastic collector. 
In the 
house wore just thirteen persons. Of those 
ten were members of the Armiger house- 
hold, two were servants, and the other, 
Mr. Manuel, was a guest who has been 
visiting the Armiger family for tho past 
two or three days. It was his purpose to 
have returned to his homo in New York 
Saturday night, but Mr. Armiger pre- 
vailed upon him to remain untU Monday, 
All of these people were in their bed- 
rooms on tho upper floors, some of thorn 
being partially dressed, when fire was dis- 
covered issuing from a partition In the 
cellar. It had ignited from an overheated 
furnace fiue, and was first seen by Louis 
WhlttÄg, tbü colored man of all work, who 
was at tho time cleaning the front steps. 
Whiting ran to tho adjacent corner and 
gave tho alarm to a policeman, and hur- 
ried back to the house, entered tho front 
door, closed it behind him and ascended 
to the second floor, whore Mr» and Mrs. 
Armiger had their bedroom. 


The house was by this time fiUed with a 
dense, stifilng smoke, and when the negro 
and Mrs, Armiger attempted to descend 
they found it impossible. Whiting aided 
Mrs, Armiger to the front window and 
helped hor to reach a small balcony in 
front, upon which he placed her and ro- 
turned to the aid of Mr, Armiger. He 
found the latter had gone, and came back 
to Mrs, Armiger, who, clad in nothing but 
her night clothes was shivering on the 
narrow balcony and siirioklngin agonized 
tones for help. 


Half a dozen men who ware passing has- 
tened to the power house of the Charles 
•treet cable car line, a block bolow, and 
procured a short ladder. When they re- 
turned thoy found Deputy Fire Chief Mc- 
Afee, a noted life saver, who quickly 
mounted the ladder. It was not long 
enough, but by standing on the upper- 
most round ho could reach tho frightened 
woman. As ho attempted to lift her from 
the balcony her scanty clothing caught on 
an obstructlon,and she fell forward with 
her whole weight upon the outstretched 
arm of tho iiruman. Just then tho ladder 
•lipped, and everyone below expected to 
tee both tho rescuer and tho woman he 
was trying to save dashed to death on the 
pavement below. By a tremendous effort, 
however, McAfee steadied himself, and, 
holding Mrs, Armiger with ono hand, 
grasped tho balcony with tho other. Hang- 
ing thus, hu slowly replaced tho ladder 
with his feet and brought the now faint- 
ing woman down in safoty. 


In tho meaqtlmo tho other inmate» of 
the front rooms were crowding to tho win- 
dows making tho most piteous appeals for 
help. The people bolow shouted to them 
not to jump, but Alice Williams disre- 
garded their warnings, and with an ap- 
palling shriok sprang fronv tho fourth 
story window and struck tho stone steps 
full upon her forehead, fracturing her 
skull, aud sustaining other injuries from 
which she died. 


Tho unmarried daughters of Mr, Ar- 
miger were robcuod from a rear window, 
only slightly injured, 
Mrs. Riley was 
carried out unconscious, but in time to 
bavu her life. Tho oihurs were dead when 
found, their bodies boing terribly burned, 


BOLD BANK ROBBERS. 
A WEEK'S NEWS CONDENSED 


Eiompe 
Murder tho Cashier and 
with nttlo Booty. 


WICHITA FALLS, TOI.. Fob. SQ.—Two 
robbers entered tho City National bank, of 
this city, yesterday afternoon, and de- 
manded tho money of Cashier Frank Dor- 
Btiy. who resisted them. Shooting began, 
resulting In tho death of Caahlor Dorsoy 
and tho woui* ..ng of Bookkeeper P. P. 
Tangford, 
Tangford^s wounds aro not 
florious. 


The robbers secured only a few hundred 
dollars in silver, mounted tholr horses and 
made a run for their lives. By this time 
many of the citizens had armed them- 
selves, and a small battle took placo. One 
robber's horse was shot from under him, 
and it is believed tho robber was wounded. 
He mounted behind his partner, and about 
a mile from town met a farmer iu a 
buggy. Thoy took his horse and mado a 
break for the hills. In the meantime tho 
citizens had secured horses, and at last 
reports there wore good prospects of cap- 
turing the robbers. It Is bellevod a hang- 
ing beo will tako placo If thoy are caught. 


Tho robbers are corralled in a large 
thicket In the middle of a pasture, nine 
miles from town. 
Tho thicket is sur- 
rounded by twenty-five or thirty deter- 
mined men, who aro fully armed, and es- 
cape ifl almost impossible. 


FosterCrawford, one of the robbers who 
killed Cashier Dorsey, Is said to be a noted 
desperado. It is also reported that one of 
the famous Christian gang was tho other 
man. 


Bank Robbers DrlTcn OiT. 


WARREN, Ark., Feb. SO.—A daring but 
unsuccessful attempt was made to rob the 
Merchants' and Planters' bank of this 
place yesterday. About 3:30 o'clock three 
men entered tho bank and two of them 
went behind the enclosure where Mr. 
Adair, the cashier, was seated In conversar 
tion with Messrs. T. M. Goodwin and D. 
W. Sutton. 
Their first salutation was: 
•'Hold up your hands." Mr. Adair sprang 
for his pistol, when tho men commenced 
shooting. Mr. Goodwin received what is 
thought to be a mortal wound, and Mr. 
Adair was shot through tho shoulder. He 
returned tho fire and evidently wounded 
one of the men, as when ho rode off ho was 
seen to be bleeding. The firing of the 
pistols startled the citizens, and tho rob- 
bers fled. As they rode out of town they 
kept up a fusillade of shots, and several 
citizens had narrow escapes from bullets.

NYE. 


The Popular Huix^rous Writer Joins the 


Silent Majority. 


ASHEVILLB, N . C., Fob. 
Edgar W. 
Ny^, popularly known under his pen name 
of *'Blll Nye," the humorist, died at his 
home, Buck Shoals, on Saturday. 
Since 
ho abandoned his lecture tour, about a 
month ago, ho has been a close invalid. 


Mr. Nye was born in Shirley, Me., in 
1850, and grew up on a farm. He studied 
law later, and in 1876 wont to Wyoming 
Territory, where he was admitted to the 
bar. 
He afterwards declared that his 
clients could bo hanged effectually with- 
out tho expense of a lawyer, so he took to 
writing for tho newspapers. 


His first letters wore written for the 
Cheyenne Sun at fl a column. He was 
afterwards on the staff of the Denver Trl- 
bune, and subsequently became editor of 
the Laramlo Boomerang. His humorous 
writings in that paper attracted wide- 
spread attention, and he became famous. 
During recent years his income from his 
writings and lectures had been 130,000 a 
year. For the past five yonrs his writings 
have been controlled exclusively by tho 
American Press association, from which 
house thoy have boon purchased by the 
many nawspapers in which thoy have ap- 
peared.
